The chief ex ecutive was em­ 
phatic in differentiating between 
new and old tax es. In the former 
category he placed only the an­ 
nual $120,000,000 for payment of 
the bonus. 
In considering methods of re­ 
capturing the lost processing tax es, 
Mr. Roosevelt said the possibilities 
of a retroactive tax had been thor­ 
oughly ex plored. It was felt such 
tax es were probably constitutional, 
but worked many hardships. 
The “windfall tax ,” he added, 
would probably take the form of a 
levy on incomes. 
In all instances, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, he was leaving to the deter­ 
mination of congress the method 
of imposing the levies and sug­ 
gesting only the amount needed.
